BICYCLE SAFETY was given emphasis at Sepulveda 
Elementary School recently when students participated 
in the school's second bicycle rodeo. One hundred sitxy 
boys and girls drove their bikes around a skills course 
Intended to test their ability at handling their bicycles.

Under the supervision of PTA volunteers, they were 
tested for steering, stopping at a designated spot, bal­ 
ancing at slow speed, weaving, and making a U-turn 
in a narrow lane.

Purpose of the rodeo is to 
test students' performance 
on a skills' course. Skills 
tested include: straight line 
riding, balancing at slow 
speed, circling, r-turns In 
a narrow lane, and weaving.

Students at Sepulveda 
School were tepted by mem­ 
bers of the PTA following 
a month of classroom study 
on bicycle safety. The class­ 
room phase of the bicycle 
safety program involved in­ 
struction on "do's and 
don'ts" of bicycle riding, 
poster contests, films, dis­ 
cuss-ions and written tests.
